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INTRODUCTION 

The  Illinois  Register  is  the  official  state  document  for  publishing  public  notice  of  rulemaking  activity 
initiated  by  State  governmental  agencies.  The  table  of  contents  is  arranged  categorically  by  rulemaking 
activity  and  alphabetically  by  agency  within  each  category.  The  Register  also  contains  a  Cumulative 
Index  listing  alphabetically  by  agency  the  Parts  (sets  of  rules)  on  which  rulemaking  activity  has  occurred 
in  the  current  Register  volume  year  and  a  Sections  Affected  Index  listing  by  Title  each  Section  (including 
supplementary  material)  of  a  Part  on  which  rulemaking  activity  has  occurred  in  the  current  volume  year. 
Both  indices  are  action  coded  and  are  designed  to  aid  the  public  in  monitoring  rules. 

Rulemaking  activity  consists  of  proposed  or  adopted  new  rules;  amendments  to  or  repealers  of  existing 
rules;  and  rules  promulgated  by  emergency  or  peremptory  action.  Executive  Orders  and  Proclamations 
issued  by  the  Governor;  notices  of  public  information  required  by  State  statute;  and  activities  (meeting 
agendas,  Statements  of  Objection  or  Recommendation,  etc.)  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Administrative 
Rules  (JCAR),  a  legislative  oversight  committee  which  monitors  the  rulemaking  activities  of  State 
agencies;  is  also  published  in  the  Register. 

The  Register  is  a  weekly  update  to  the  Illinois  Administrative  Code  (a  compilation  of  the  rules  adopted 
by  State  agencies).  The  most  recent  edition  of  the  Code  along  with  the  Register  comprise  the  most 
current  accounting  of  State  agencies'  rules. 

The  Illinois  Register  is  the  property  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  granted  by  the  authority  of  the  Illinois 
Administrative  Procedure  Act  [5  ILCS  100/1-1  et  seq.]. 
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All   proceedings   before   the   Property   Tax   Appeal   Board   shall   be 
considered  de  novo  which  shall  mean  that  the  Property  Tax  Appeal  Board 
will   consider  only  the  evidence,  exhibits  and  briefs  submitted  to  it, 
and  will  not  give  any  weiqht  or  consideration  to  any  prior  actions   by 
a   local   board   of   review  or  any  submissions  not  timely  filed  or  not 
specifically  made  a  part  of  the  record. 

By  statute,  the  Property  Tax  Appeal  Board  may  accept  into   the   record 
all   evidence,  exhibits  and  briefs  submitted  by  all  interested  parties 
and  render  a  decision  without  holding  a  hearing.   On  its   own   motion, 
the   Board   may   order   a   hearing   to   be   held   at   a  time  and  place 
designated  by  the  Board.  A  hearing  shall  be  qranted  if   any   party   to 
the  appeal  submits  a  request  in  writinq. 

The  decisions  of  the  Property  Tax  Appeal  Board  will  be  based  on  equity 
and   the   weiqht   of  the  evidence.   In  all  counties  other  than  Cook,  a 
three-year  county  wide  assessment  level  to  be  based  on  relevant   sales 
durinq   the   previous   three   years   as  certified  by  the  Department  of 
Revenue  will  be  considered   where   sufficient   probative   evidence   is 
presented   indicating  the  estimate  of  full  market  value  of  the  subject 
property  on  the  relevant  real  property  assessment  date  of  January  1. 
Whether  a  hearing  is  held  in  the   appeal   proceeding,   the   proceeding 
before   the   Property  Tax   Appeal   Board  shall  be  terminated  when  the 
Board  renders  a  decision.   The   Board   may   revise   and/or   correct   a 
decision   upon   its  own  initiative  at  any  time  prior  to  the  expiration 
of  the  Administrative  Review  filing   period   as   provided   in   Section 
16-195   of  the  Property  Tax  Code  if  a  mistake  in  the  calculation  of  an 
assessment  or  other  clerical  error  is  discovered.  In  such   event,   the 
Board   shall   issue   an  amended  decision.  The  decision  or  order  of  the 
Property  Tax  Appeal  Board  in  any  such  appeal   shall,   within   10   days 
after   it   is  made  and  entered,   be  certified  to  every  party  to  the 
proceeding  and  to  the   proper   authorities,   including   the   board   of 
review  whose  decision  was  appealed,  the  County  Clerk  who  extends  taxes 
upon   the  assessment  in  question,  and  the  County  Collector  (Treasurer) 
who  collects  property  taxes  upon  such  assessment. 

A  majority  of  the  Members  of  the  Board  is  required  to  make  a  decision 
of  the  Board. 

Final   administrative   decisions   of  the  Property  Tax  Appeal  Board  are 
subject  to  review  under  the  provisions  of   the   Administrative   Review 
Law   [735  ILCS  5/Art.  Ill]  and  Section  16-195  of  the  Property  Tax  Code 
[35  ILCS  200/16-195]. 
The  required  number  of  copies  of   all   documents   in   an   appeal   file 
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meets  the  conditions  of  subsections  (b)(1)  through  (4),  above,  as 
if  it  were  the  applicant.   Such   a   written   guarantee   shall   be 
referred   to   as   a   "corporate   guarantee."    The   terms   of  the 
corporate  guarantee  shall  provide  for  the  following: 

A)  If  the  applicant  fails  to  complete  the  reclamation  plan,  the 
guarantor  shall  do  so  or  the  guarantor  shall  be  liable  under 
the  indemnity  agreement  to  provide  funds  to   the   Department 
sufficient   to   complete   the   reclamation   plan,  but  not  to 
exceed  the  bond  amount. 

B)  The  corporate  guarantee  shall  remain   in   force   unless   the 
quarantor   sends  notice  of  cancellation  by  certified  mail  to 
the  applicant  and  to  the  Department   at   least   90   days   in 
advance  of  the  cancellation  date,  and  the  Department  accepts 
the  cancellation. 

C)  The   cancellation   may   be  accepted  by  the  Department  if  the

and  the  quarantor  meets   the   conditions   of   subsections   (b)(1) 
through  (4)  above.   Such  a  written  guarantee  shall  be  referred  to 
as   a   "non-parent   corporate   guarantee."    The   terms   of   this 
guarantee   shall   provide   for   compliance  with  the  conditions  of 
subsections  (c)(1)(A)  through   (C)   above.    The   Department   may 

require   the   applicant   to   submit   any  information  specified  in 
subsection  (b)(3)  above   in   order   to   determine   the   financial 
capabilities  of  the  applicant. 
In   order   for   the  Department  to  accept  an  applicant's  self-bond,  the 
total  amount   of   the   outstandinq   and   proposed   self-bonds   of   the 
applicant  for  surface  coal  mininq  and  reclamation  operations  shall  not 
exceed  25  percent   of  the  applicant's  tanqible  net  worth  in  the  United 
States.    In  order  for  the  Department  to  accept  a  corporate  guarantee, 
the  total  amount  of  the  parent   corporation   guarantor's   present   and 
proposed   self-bonds  and  guaranteed  self-bonds  for  surface  coal  mining 

and   reclamation   operations   shall   not   exceed   25   percent   of   the 
guarantor's  tangible  net  worth  in  the  United  States.   In  order  for  the 
Department  to  accept   a   non-parent   corporate   quarantee,   the   total 
amount   of   the   non-parent  corporate  guarantor's  present  and  proposed 
self-bonds  and  guaranteed  self-bonds  shall  not  exceed   25   percent   of 
the  quarantor's  tanqible  net  worth  in  the  United  States. 
If   the   Department   accepts   an   applicant's   self-bond,  an  indemnity 
agreement  shall  be  submitted  subject  to  the  following  requirements: 
1)   The  indemnity  aqreement  shall  be   executed   by   all   persons   and 
parties   who   are   to   be   bound   by   it,   includinq   the   parent 
corporation  quarantor,  and  shall  bind  each  jointly  and  severally. 
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3)  If  the  applicant  is  a  partnership,  -joint   venture   or   syndicate, 
the  aqreement   shall   bind  each  partner   or   party  who  has  a 
beneficial  interest,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  the  applicant. 

4)  Pursuant  to  Section  1800.50,  the  applicant,  parent  or   non-parent 
corporate  guarantor   shall   be  required  to  complete  the  approved 

Department   an   amount   necessary  to  complete   the  approved 
reclamation  plan,  not  to  exceed  the  bond  amount.   Under   Illinois 
law,   the  indemnity  agreement  when  under  forfeiture  shall  operate 
as  a  -judgment  against  those  parties  liable   under   the   indemnity 
aqreement. 
The  Department   shall   require  self-bonded  applicants  and  parent  and 
non-parent  corporate  quarantors  to  submit  an  update  of  the  information 

required  under  subsections  (b)(J)  and  (4)  aDove  witnin  yu   days  atter 
the  close  of  each  fiscal  year  followinq  the  issuance  of  the  self-bond 
or  corporate  quarantee. 

If  at  any  time  durinq  the  period  when  a  self-bond   is  posted,   the 
financial   conditions  of  the  applicant,  parent  or  non-parent  corporate 
quarantor  chanqe  so  that  the  criteria  of  subsections   (b)(3)   and   (d) 
above  are  not   satisfied,   the  permittee  shall  notify  the  Department 
immediately  and  shall  within  90  days  post  an  alternate  form  of  bond  in 
the  same  amount  as  the  self-bond.   Should  the  permittee  fail   to  post 
an  adequate   substitute  bond,  the  provisions  of  Section  1800.16(e)(2) 
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out   of   the  last  four  periods  or  a  net  loss  in  three  out  of 
the  last   six   periods.    Hospitals   qualifying   under   this 
subsection   (d)(4)(A)   may  exclude  2.5  percent  of  their  net 
operating  revenue  and   payments   made   for   hardship   relief 
qranted   pursuant  to  Part  152  durinq  State  fiscal  years  1995 
and  1996  from  this  calculation.   Hospitals  whose  fiscal  year 
ends  on  or  no  later  than  six  months  prior  to  June  30,   1996, 
may    submit   a   preliminary   financial   statement   for   the 
hospital's  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1996,  or  a  period   no 
less   than  six  months  between  the  end  of  its  fiscal  year  and 
June  30,  1996.   This  preliminary   financial   statement   must 
utilize   generally  accepted  accounting  principles  and  be 
accompanied  with  an  attestation,  signed   by   the   hospital's 
Chief   Executive  Officer  and  Chief  Financial  Officer,  to  the 
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receivables  from  this  calculation  and  define  funded  depreciation 
as  a  restricted  fund  under  subsection  (f)(7)  of  this  Section,  if:

Code  148.12000(5),  that  is  qreater 
than  40  percent,   and   it  has  a  combined  Medicaid/Medicare 
utilization  rate,  as  defined   in  subsection   (f)(4)   below, 
that  is  qreater  than  70  percent,  and  it  has  an  uncompensated

In  accordance  with  Public  Act  89-506,  payments  for  certain  hospitals,  providinq 
graduate   medical  education  shall  be  made  for  inpatient  admissions  occurring  on 
or  after  July  1,  1996,  as  follows:

2)  Each  Oualified  Chicago  Metropolitan   Statistical  Area  Academic 
Medical   Center   Hospital   shall   receive  payment   from  the 
Philanthropic  Medical  Research  Account  equal  to  25  percent  of  all 
funded  grants  (other  than  grants  funded  by  the  State  of   Illinois 
or   the  National   Institutes  of  Health)  for  biomedical  research^ 
technology,  or  programmatic  development  received  by  the  Qualified 
Chicago  Metropolitan  Statistical   Area  Academic  Medical  Center 
Hospital   during   the   preceding  calendar  year  as  reported  .to  the 

3)  Each  Oualified  Chicago  Metropolitan   Statistical   Area  Academic 
Medical   Center   Hospital   shall   receive  payment  from  the  Market 
Medical  Research  Account  equal  to  20  percent  of  the   fundinq   for
